A woman accused by 12-year-old Ger- 


trude Melow's parents of teaching the 
¢ child to steal, is being sought by the 


police, following her exposure as a fe- 


male Fagin by a woman with whom 
she boarded. When Gertrude heard the 
woman informing Mrs. Melow = she 


leaped from a secondéstory window and 
rah hatless and without shoes or stock- 


ings through the streets to warn her 


instructress in crime. 

The informant, who is proprietress of 
an Olive street boarding house, at which 
the accused woman lived, sought Mrs. 
Mellow Tuesday evening in her home at 
8620 Washington avenue, to tell her 
that Gertrude made daily visits to the 
boarder, bringing ker articles of cloth- 
ing, jewelry and laces stolen from the 
Melow home. 

Mrs. Melow had started up the steps 
to question her daughter, and Gertrude 
tan:to the rear porch, swung from the 
railing and dropped 12 feet to a rear 
yard, then ran through an alley to the 
street and to the Olive street boarding 
house. 

Feared Girl Was Killed. 

John Melow, father of the girl, has- 
tened to thé Manchester Avenue Police 
Station, where he told of his daughter's 
disappearance and gave the name of 
the woman, whom he accused of kid- 
naping the child. He said the woman 
had been teaching Gertrude to steal 
from her parents, and that he feared 
the child had been taken away by her. 

Three hours later, at 10 p. m., Patrol- 
man Meder of the Dayton Street Dis- 
trict found a slim, little dark-eyed girl, 
barefooted and hatless, wandering along 
Jefferson avenue. When he questioned 
her the girl said she had run away 
from home because she was afraid she 
would be punished. She sald she had 
been walking about the streets all even- 
ing, because she had nowhere to go. 
Her clothes were soiled and disarranged 
and she seemed in great fear. 

Spent Hours With Teacher, 

After the child was taken home she 
refused to give her parents any informa- 
tion about the woman whom they ac- 
cuse, and matntained stubborn silence 
as to whether the woman had ever 
urged her to steal from her parents. 
Many small articles and at one time 
$18 have been missed from the house, 
and Mrs. Melow was puzzled to know 

became of them, but she had 

suspected her daughter. 
Spent Hours With Teacher. 

The proprietress of the  boarding- 
house where the suspected woman lived 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that the child was a daily visitor 
there, spending hours with the sus- 
pected woman. After Gertrude's de- 
parture this woman almost invariably 
exhibited some article of jewelry or 
clothing which she said had been given 
to her. The proprietress of the board- 
ing house became suspicious and deter- 
mined to warm Mrs. Melow. 3

CHICAGO, May 22.—When Chitago’s 
airship fair is opened, May 25, pedestri- 
ans in the downtown district will be 
treated to the unique epectacie of see- 
ing the crafts of the air floating ever 
the city, circling the Masonic Temple, 
racing with “L” trains and automo- 
biles and with each other. Airship men 
from all over the country will enter 
various kinds of dirigible balloons and 
aeroplanes in the contest, and the man- 
agement has arranzved for a number of 
races from the South Side Park to 
points in the downtown district. 

The fair will be ushered in with a 
race on the opening day, the course t>

The committee of the Aero Club which 
met yesterday announced that the af- 
fair would last at least two weeks anu 
that a race has been arranged for each 
day, weather permitting. 

Among the novel features announced 
is a race with an elevated train from 
Sixty-fourth street and Calumet ave- 
nue to Twenty-second§ street. It is 
Stipulated that the airship must remain 
directly over the ‘“‘L”’ train during -the 
whole course. A number of races with 
automobiles have also been arranged. 

Fach navigator who succeeds in send- 
ing his ship above the Masonic Temple 
and encircling it, returning to the start- 
ing point, will receive a cash bonus of 
$500, while each contestant who makes 
a successful flight will receive a prize 
of $10.

Bockwill boasted of his capacity for 
strong drink and some one in Union 
City wagered him last night he could 
not drink 10 glasses of whiskey, known 
as “high balls” and sold in a welj. 
known groggery at Union City at 19 
cents a drink. Bockwill declared he 
would not only do the stunt, but would 
wash the whiskey down with the big. 
gest glass of ale he could get. 

The 10 glasses were filled, each one 
to the brim with the flery liquid which 
is known to the local topers as the 
kind that “burns all the way down.” 
All were set in a row on the bar and 
with a reckless “Here goes,’ Bock wi}] 
began drinking. He did not stop unti] 
he had drained the dregs of the last 
glass, and then calling for “an ale” he 
dashed it off. Then he staggered ana 
fell to the fioor. It was thought he 
was only intoxicated and laughingly 
the witnesses of his feat removed him 
to his home and tossed him on his bed.

To control the prices of farm preducts 
sold in St. Loui§ is the purpose of the 
St. Louis Equity Exchange, which has 
been organized, with offices in the 
Benoist Building, and with Rev. F'ather 


J. T. Tuohy, George W. Wickline and 
Owen Miller as its leading promoters. 

Labor unions are closely connected 
with the plans of the new organiza- 
tion, and Mr. Miller it president of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union. Mr. 
Wickline is a farmer, and Father Tuohy, 
wlio is In active charge of the new or- 
ganization, is Pp stor of Catholic 
churches at Jonesburg and Truesdale, in 
the archdiocese of St. Louis. He was 
formerly pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, 
Sixth and Biddle streets, and wags dis- 
possessed after a legal contest with the 
late Archbishop Kain. 

Union Label for Food. 

A union label, to distinguish union 
farm produce is to be adopted, and 
members of labor unions will be asked 
to purchase only articles so labeled. 
The farmers in return are to pur- 
chase only union-made goods, 

The exchange has headquarters in 
Indianapolis and branches in 14 states. 

The local branch proposes to under- 
take the milk business first. An option 
has been taken. on a dairy in Granite 
City, and it is proposed to establish a 
dewntown depot in St. Louis for the 
delivery of milk to the families ef union 
members. 

The establishment of a warehouse for 
handling union farm products is ex- 
pected to follow. It is believed that the 
custom assured by the alliance of the 
new exchange with the labor unions will 
be so large that the prices fixed by the 
exchange will regulate the market. 

The national organization is said to 
have formed alliances with the Tobacco 
Growers’ Association, the Fruit and 
Produce Dealers’ Association and the 
Peanut Growers’ Association. 

Ten per cent of the gross receipts of 
the exchange are to be devoted to edu- 
cational work, making public the econ- 
omic principles governing the exchange.

Pneumatic Riveter Makes It Pos- 
sible for Workman to Dress 
Like Society Man. 


Social prophets have dreamed of the 
emancipation of the laboring classes by 
the perfection of mechanical devices 
which will make it possible for one, 
while dressed in his best, to touch a 
button and dig a cellar without per- 
spiration or soil. 

Harry Meeks, a riveter’s helper on 
the fifth floor of the Third National 
Bank Building under process of erec- 
tion on Olive. street and Broadway, 
thinks he is at least half way on the 
road to Utopia, and that he should 
dress accordingly. The wonderful pneu- 
matic riveter, which saves the strenu- 
ous labor of so many men, makes those 
who direct its terrific blows a sort of 
aristocracy among workingmen. 

This is said to be the reason 
Meeks wears a high, shining silk hat 
while he works. The rest of his cos- 
tume is conventional, consisting of 
Overalls and a black jumper. 

Perched upon a dizzy platform, he un- 
erringly catches red-hot rivets in a 
bucket as they are thrown at him from 
the nearby furnace. He then picks up 
one of the glowing bits of steel witn 
Pincers and holds it in place while the 
Pneumatic hammer does its work. But 
through all his activities, the high hat 
sticks tightly on his head, the cynosure 
ef all eyes in the passing crowds. 

Tuesday afternoon some carpenters 
or the eighth floor beheld the glories «f 
Meeks’ headpiece and were filled witn 
envy. After some conspiring, they pro- 
cured a bucket of water and \poured 1t 
dewn upon the silk hat. But Meeks, 
Without deigning to look UP, merely re- 
moved that hat, shook the water oft 
and replaced it on his head.

SALES NETTED FORTUNE 





Admits Supplying Patrons 
and Claims ‘‘Sugared”’ 
Preparation Harmless. 





Dr. Omer Wi lis, a white physician 
and. pharmacist, known among the ne- 
groes of the Linden street neighbor- 
hood as “The Cocaine King,’’ was ar- 
rested early Wednesday on the charge 
of illegally selling cocaine, and was 





placed in the Four Courts holdover. 

“Number 1162,"’ the magic formula for 
cocaine, is the designation of a prescrip- 
tion which Willis says he will use in 
his defense. 

A warrant charging Dr. Willis with 
selling cocaine without a _ prescription 
was issued by Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney, Falkenhainer. 

According to information gathered by 
the negro special officers who made the 


arrest, negroes desiring cocaine have 
been accustomed to enter Willis’ drug 


store at 714 Wash street and say “Give 
me 10 cents’ worth of No. 1162.” 

The buyers would further’ specify 
whether they wanted ‘‘number 1162” in 
grains, capsules or liquid form. 

Said to Be Wealthy. 

It is said in the neighborhood that 
Willis has made a fortune from his 
store. His general stock of drugs and 
medicines is not large and his general 
tradt is said to be small. 


Admits Selling to Mary Burns. 
Dr. Willis admitted to Assistant Chief 
of Detectives. McCarty Wednesday 
morning that he has been selling co- 












caine in original packages to Mary 
Burns, whese cocaine dive at 1408 Lin- 
den alley, was raided Saturday night. 
“I sell cecaine only on prescription,”’ 
said Willis. “I'm a registered pharma- 
cist and a graduate of the St. Louis 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. I 
have committed no offense. I under- 
stand the laws relating to the sale of 
cocaine and have abided with them 


fully. 
“I have been selling a preparation 


known as acetanatid, which is composed 
of sugar, milk and cocaine, and which 
is harmless. It is good for many ills, 
and I have a heavy call fer it. I enly 
sell it on prescription. 

‘‘Mary Burns frequently purchased co- 
caine from me. I sold it to her in orig- 
inal one-ounce packages. Sometimes she 
called for the drug in person and at 
other times she sent a negro man for 
it. I never sold her any, theugh, with- 
out prescription.’’

PAROLED MAN 
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Richard McCormick, Con- 
victed Burglar, Again in 
Toils of. Police. 





Richard McCormick, aged 22, of 1442 
Cleary avenue, who was paroled for his 
mother’s sake Feb. 5, 190/, after plead- 
ing guilty to burglary and larceny and 
being sentenced to two years in the 
Penitentiary, is again in the toils of the 
law, charged with stealing practically 
everything in a dry goods store at 2504 
Cass avenue. 

An information was issued against 
him by Assistant Circuit Attorney Sum- 
mers Wednesday charging him with 
burglary and larceny and with being a 
habitual criminal. An effort will be 
made to send him to the Penitentiary 
for life, this being possible under the 
habitual-criminal law. 

McCermick pleaded guilty in Judge 
Sale’s court in February to burglary and 
larceny, but.on the plea that he was the 
only support of a widowed mother, he 
was paroled. The Bertillon records at 
the Four Courts show he was convicted 


of burglary and larceny Nev. 12, 1901, 
and sentenced to three years in the 
Penitentiary. He returned to St. Louis, 


but it was not long until he was again 
in trouble. 
Almost Emptied Store, 

The specific charge against Mc(Cor- 
mick in the new information is that on 
the night of May 20 he robbed the store 
of Simon Steiner at 2504 Cass avenue and 
stole 40 pairs of trousers, 27 coats, 34 
vests, 20 shirts and numerous other ar- 
ticles. He stole almost enough to stock 
an ordinary men’s furnishing store. He 
hid the goods in the basement of his 
home. 

The attention of the police was di- 
rected to the robbery by Mrs. Mary 
Ackermann of 1442 North Jefferson av- 
enue. She told Sergeant Maloney she 
had seen three men carrying large 
bundles of clothes down tie alley in the 
rear of Steiner's store. The Sergeant 
called patrolmen and by following the 
trial of neckties, socks, vests and other 
small articles they had little difficulty 
in finding. McCormick and ais 
companions had taken the goods to a 
stable in the rear of 1431 Cleary avenue. 

Found Inspecting Plunder, 

McCormick was found in the stable, 
assorting the clothing. He was ar- 
rested and confessed to the robbery. Ha 
said he had partjy filled the basement of 
his home with the stolen goods. The 
police made a@ search and found another 
large quantity of trousers, shirts and 
coats. 

MeCormick told the police he pried 
open the transom and thus gained en- 
trance to the store. He unbolted the 


door and let his companions in. They 
helped themselves to the best goods in 
Steiner's stock, and made several trips 
to the stable with all they could carry. 
They did not complete their work until 
daybreak. As they were making their

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 22.—By a de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals declaring 
the Louisville election of 1905 null and 
void because of frauds and violence, al- 
most every one of the city and county 
officers of Louisville, from Mayor down, 


are ousted. Their places will be filled 
by appointments made by Gov. Beck- 
ham until November next, when they 


will be filled at the general election. 

The decision is the most sweeping ever 
rendered in Kentucky and its effect will 
change almost entirely the government 
of Louisville.

WOMAN LEAPS 


FROM WINDO 
HOSPITAL 


Mrs. Anna Walsh Was Left 
Alone by Nurse for 
Few Minutes. 





DIES FROM INJURIES

She Had Suffered Severely 
but Seemed Cheerful 
and Happy. 





Fifteen minutes after a nurse had left 
her apparently quiet and relieved tem- 
porarily from _ suffering, Mrs. Anna 
Walsh, 1824 Kennett place, leaped from 
a window on the third floor of St. An- 
thony’s Hospital. She died later from 
the injuries. 

Testimony presented at the Coroner's 
inquest was to the effect. that Mrs. 
Walsh had been laboring under an im- 
pression that attending physicians had 
told her to jump from the window. 

‘I wish that I had stayed home to 
die,”” was the only statement Mrs. 
Walsh ever maa. to her husband of the 
incident, though she was conscious for 
several days after it happened. 

Mrs. Walsh had been taken to St. 
Anthonys Hospital. April 26, and two 
days later an operation was performed. 
Her suffering at times was very great. 
On May 8, but a few minutes after a 
nurse had left her apparently at tem- 
porary ease, Mrs. Walsh sprang from 
her bed, raised a window and jumped 
to the ground below. 

The fall was broken In part by tele- 
phone wires, but her right arm and hip 
bone were broken. After it was discov- 
ered that Mrs. Walsh had jumped from 
the window she was picked up and re- 
moved to the hospital, where the arm 
and hip bone were placed in plaster 
casts. She died Tuesday morning. 

“TIT don’t know whether my wife would 
have recovered or not,” said the hus- 
band Wednesday at the home where 
the lavender casket occupied a front 
parlor, “but [ am hardly satisfied with 
the circumstances attending her death. 
She had never before by word or act 
indicated that she would care to kiii 
herself, and the nurse told me that 15 
minutes before she jumped from the 
window she had drank water and was 
resting very well. 

“Aside from periods when my wife's 
suffering was intense, she was as hap- 
py as an} woman ever was.” 

At the hospita: no statement wou!'d be 
given out concerning the circumstance. 

“We have nothing to say. Go and 
leave us in peace,’’ was all that those 
in charge would say.

Dr. Joseph Maier Claims 
spouse Tried to Poison 
Him With Candy.

Are divorce laws meant for the relief 
of a man of 59 and a woman of 54, both 


after an acquaintance of two weeks, 
disagree within a week and separate 
within a month? 

Circuit Judge Kinsey is taking time 
to think over this question. He has his 
doubts. When he had heard the story 
of the queer romance, he said: “If two 
children of 5 years old had acted as 
indiscreetly and foolishly as this mun 
of 59 and this woman of 54, their par- 
ents would be justified in sending them 
to bed.’’ 

The unusual circumstances came out 
in the case of Dr. Joseph Ludwig Maier 
against Charlotte Maier. Dr. Maier had 
withdrawn his petition and the case 
went to trial on Mrs. Maier‘s cross-bill. 
He had alleged that she had given him 
poisoned candy. She turned the tables 
on him by alleging the accusation as 
one of her grounds. 

“What Really Made Him Sick.” 


She admitted that she had given him 
a piece of candy and that he had after- 
ward been sick, but she insisted that 
the candy wasn’t to blame. “He ate 
two plates of sauerkraut and a lot of 
liver sausage and drank 10 bottles of 
beer,”’ she said, ‘“‘and that was what 
made him sick.’’ 

She told the Judge +that -before they 
had been married a week he threatened 
to kill himself at their home at 2214 
North Fourteenth street and fired a 
shot through the wall. 

He claimed to have won $50,000 in a 
German lottery, she said, and re- 
proached her constantly for having mar- 
ried her for his money instead of for 
love. 

He talked to her about. how nice it 
would be if he would kill her and him- 
self and they would be laid out together 
at the funeral, but the prospect didn’t 
appeal to her. She was concerned. over 
his talk and left him once before the 
final separation, but he coaxed her to 
return. The second time she stayed 
away, in spite of ardent love letters 
which he sent her, begging her to come 
back. One of these, translated by At- 
terney W. F. Heideman, was read by 
Attorney A. E. Methudy, as follows: 

One of His Love Letters. 
“St. Louis. Mo., Oct. 28. 1906. 


“Dear Lottie: With inexpressible 
painful heart I write these lines to you. 
When I think of the way you begged 
me to eat the candy and how you tried 


cannot and will not think different of 
you, my dearest wife, charged with at- 
tempted murder, because if you will not 
I cannot heip you, because then the 
Penitentiary is sure for you. 

“Or do vou expect from me, I who 
love you, that I shall forgive vou after 
vou did me such wrong? Lottie, | tell 
me, can you say that I ever knowingly 
spoke to you one word of abuse? Can 
you say that I did not fulfill your every 
wish as soon as possible? You told it 


that I disturbed your peace. No won- 
der, with such pains as I had ‘from the 
poisoned candy. 

Never Did Her Wrong, He Says, 

“QO, Lottie, with sweet poison you 
wanted to put-me out of the world. 
Have’ you entirely lost your sense? Did 
not you think that you would 
first arrested if poison had been found 
in my corpse, and arsenic, a poison 
that is easily detected? And your early 
running away makes it look all the 
more suspicious. I beg you, Lottchen, 
do not let it come to the worst. I know 
I have not done you the least wrong. I 
filled your every wish; furthermore, I 
gave back your health, and for ali that 
you attempted to poison me. 

“I will forget it and you forget it out 
of your whole heart. Do not compel 
me to come before the court. Do you 
hear, Lottie, I beg you, do not compel 
me to send my most loved one to the 
Penitentiary. I still can help, but if you 
are not at home by next Wednesday

CHIEF SWINGLEY FAVORS 
GASOLINE FIRE WAGONS 


i 
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More Economical Than Horses, He Says, and 
Speed and Safety Would Add to the 
Efficiency of the Department. 











Fire Chief Swingley, who has made 
a requisition on the city supply com- 
missioner for a second automobile to be 
used in his department, Wednesday told 











a Post-Dispatch reporter that in the 
near future gasoline motors used on 
automobiles wil! supercede horses as mo- 
tive power for fire-fighting apparatus. 

As soon as the $11,000,000 issue of 
municipal bonds, appropriated for pub- 
lic improvements, are disposed of, he 
will ask the Municipal Assembly to pass 
an ordinance authorizing him to have 
constructed a hose cart operated by 
gasoline motors. He will enlist the aid 
of automobile builders in constructing 
the first machine of the kind in the 
world and is confident that the experi- 
ment will be a success. 

“The idea is most feasible,’’ said Chief 
Swingley to the Post-Dispatch. ag ft: 
combines two great points in its favor— 
economy and improved service. 

“Two year ago I got an automobile to 
replace the three horses and buggies 
needed to inspect the various engine 
houses and get to fires. Formerly it 
took me two days to make my inspec- 
tion. Now I do it In haif a day with 
the auto. I have traveled 22,000 miles 
with the machine and find it indispen- 
sable. Another one is needed and so I 
asked for it. It will cest $2800 and will 
be put to good use. 

Consulted Automobile Expert. 


“Two years ago I consulted an auto- 
mobile expert on the practicability of 
equipping a hose cart with gasoline mo- 
tors which would take the place of 
horses and be in good condition for 
servis, winter or summer. He made 


an inspection and said it could be done. 
“The average hose cart is 12 feet long. 


long. The difference would 
not be material. There are breweries in 
St. Louis that do thetr draying with 
huge autos which carry half a carload. 
That- shows what weights can be 
pulled. 

“Hlere are some points 
motor-propelled fire apparatus: Horses 
must be fed, bedded, cared for and 
shod, whether they are making runs 
to fires or not. In the business sec- 
tions the average run is from a mile 
to a mile and a half a day. Motors

cost no money when not in use. The 
amount of gasoline used in making sucn 
a run would be infinitesimal. There is 
your economy. 

“Practically doubled speed would be 
gained in reaching a fire after the 
alarm. The danger to pedestrians ind 
firemen would be lessened 50 per cent, 
for such a machine could be guided 
through crowded streets with much 
greater precision and checked almost 
instantly with the roper devices. 
Horses slip on sprinkled or muddy 
streets. No such danger with carts 
propelled by motors. 

People Object to Stables, 
“In residence districts there have 


been vigorous protests to the erection 
of engine houses because of the objec- 
tionable odors from the stables where 
the horses are kept. With autos taking 
their place this will be done away with. 

“The greatest difficulty will be in 
equipping heavy steamers, hook and 
ladder trucks. I believe it can be done 
and men who have studied motor con- 
struction say so, too. The weight of 
steamers might be reduced by operating 
the pumps with the same motors which 
run the body of the machine. There 
are fairly large manufacturing plants 
in St. Louis now being operated by 
gasoline engines. 

“Tf an appropriation can be obtained 
the plan will be to build a machine and 
test it theroughly. Each succeeding 
one would bean improvement over thie 
last and the ideas gained would enable 
us to obtain better results. 

“The transition from horses to mo- 
tors could be made, at a rough esti- 
mate, for $250,000 or $300,000. The re-

ASSAULT CHARGE

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KANSAS CITY’S EXAMPLE. 
rhe story of the Kansas City Ice Trust, which 
was told in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, has general 
interest on account of the light it throws on cer- 
tain phases of the banking busincss. The testi- 
mony in the case showed that the Ice Trust was 
developed by a corporation within the bank taking 
advantage of a loan made to an ice dealer. After 
the flood disaster, a holding company made up of 
the bank’s officers got control of several ice com- 
panies and merged them into a trust. 

But the story has a special interest for St. Louis 
because it shows what can be done by vigorous 
prosecution of ico combinations, under the laws of 
the State of Missouri. The court imposed heavy 
fines upon the companies composing the trust, 
the central corporation of the trust being fined 
$15,000, and given 15 days in which to amend its 
ways anu conform to the .aw or suffer the for- 
feiture of its franchise.

Kansas City. For years, the Post-Dispatch has 
directed a.centicn to a combination between the 
ice companies to eliminc‘e competition and main- 
tain prices. Last year the facts were gathered 
and submitteu to tne Cireuit Attorney, whc 
brought an action under the anti-trust law. An- 
other summer is «.t hand with nothing accom- 
plished except the taking of a little testimony.
